People sweated and 
strained to hear above the 
roar of the fans at the Youth 
Center, as the city council 
the city staff and citizens 
discussed the points to be 
negotiated with the school 
board before the city agrees 
to transfer the North End 
School property to the 
school board. 

The discussion at the July 5 
work session, dealing with the 
outcome of the recent referendum 
approving a community center in 
Center School, was mostly cut 
and dried as council members ran 
through a list of topics with 
which they want to negotiate 
with the school board ana then 
with the county on Center and 
North End schools. Considerable 
discussion was sparked about the 
seven acres of trees at the North 
End site and the possibility of 
having county or other govern¬ 
mental bodies rent space at the 
community center. 

The seven acres of trees on 
the North End site were the sub¬ 
ject of two of the negotiating 
points concerning that site and 
those two points set off the most 
intense debate of the evening. 

Council members Thomas 
X, White and Joseph Isaacs ex¬ 
plicitly stated that they saw the 
goal as the retention of as much 
of the seven acres of woods as 
possible. Council members Antoin¬ 
ette Bram and Edward Putens a- 
greed, with Putens saying, “Once 
you disturb the environment, ;• 
will take years to recover.” He 
added that maybe the city sho i’d 
suggest that the school ball fields 
be placed elsewhere. Isaacs 
agreed. 

Some of the audience members 
were still concerned despite these 
reassurances. Liane Holder, a 
neighbor of the site, asked 
whether this was council’s first 
priority. But city attorney Rob¬ 
ert Manzi advised that this 
should not be answered that 
night. 

Then Ruth Kastner expressed 
concern that the school board 
had already turned down the 
city’s wish to have less than the 
whole site used, Bram explained 
that the city has not yet met 
formally with the school board 
and Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 
no matter what either side wants, 
loth will negotiate and the city 
will try to get as much as pos¬ 
sible. Kastner persisted that she 
is concerned the county could 
condemn the land and so holds 
the final card. Weidenfeld said

that such action would be politi¬ 
cally unrealistic and Manzi in¬ 
formed her that it has been 10-12 
years since the county has issued 
a condemnation case. 

Doug Love presented a map 
of the North End site based on 
topographical maps and his ex¬ 
plorations of the site. He point¬ 
ed out the steep slopes on the 
west side and midway across the 
property behind the blacktop 
area. He also said he found a 
document in the Tugwell Foom 
at the Greenbelt Library de¬ 
scribing how the school children 
in 1948 worked with the Audubon 
Society, Izaak Walton League, 
and a professor from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland to plant 
vegetation that helped wildlife. 
The children also made a trail. 

Bram expressed concerns about 
the need to replace the loss of 
individual trees with good sized, 
mature trees. Manzi replied that 
the way to address this concern 
is to present the school board 
with the city’s own site plan 
prepared by city staff and re¬ 
quiring replacement trees of 2- 
l / 2 ” and 3” caliper. City Mana¬ 
ger J ames K. Giese cautioned 
that those areas designated for 
school use will be totally re¬ 
graded, 

Manzi said the school board 
would have to take care of any 
ecologically significant areas, 
such as wetlands. He said a sur¬ 
vey of the site will be done by 
either the school board or the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. He 
added that a slope of more than 
25° will not be built upon. 

Rent to Others? 

The other item that excited 
much concern came up during 
the discussion of negotiation 
points with the county. 

Council intends to explore the 
idea that the county or other 
governmental agency might want 
to rent some space at the future 
center. Some of those present ex¬ 
pressed anger at the possibility 
Love said he did not want to 
see governmental bodies push out 
citizen groups and Rick Meetre 
exclaimed he was “very against 
any use as office space . , . the 
last possible option I’d like to 
see.” Several people said this 
was the first time they had 
heard of such an option. But 
Giese said it was in the infor¬ 
mation put out about the bond 
issue. (It is included in the in¬ 
formational brochure and the 
full page bond ad in the News 
Review. June 1, page 13 under 
“Usage”). 

Weidenfeld said the city has 
to have as many options as pos¬ 
sible and although council wmld 
prefer to see uses compatible 
with a community center, the 
present time, during negotiations, 
is the time to inquire. White 
added that if some of the pro¬ 
posed uses do not materialize, 
then the city could go begging 
for users. We will not be put¬ 


ting space up to the highest bid¬ 
der, assured Weidenfeld, Giese 
added that governmental agen¬ 
cies might offer community pro¬ 
grams. 

Giese explained that under 
county law only 10% of the space- 
in the building could be rented. 
This led to another negotiation 
point, that the city would like 
to find a way to modify this 
standard so the city can make 
space available for providers of 
services, such as daycare. Weid¬ 
enfeld said the city is looking 
for a way to deal with this prob¬ 
lem. “I can’t believe the county 
would want to preclude us from 
having the kind of community 
center we want.” 

Several other points in the ne¬ 
gotiations with the county in¬ 
cluded: asking the county for 
full cooperation and expeditious 
processing of the exchange of 
land, that there be no city ob- 
of non-essential code require- 
ligation to pay state debt, waiver 
ments, exploration of county or 
other governmental bodies opsr 
ating some of the programs in 
the building (such as day ca±e), 
full county support for state 
grants for adult day care and 
a senior citizens’ center, county 
help to speed up the needed

Both the GHI 
Board and the City Council were 
well served by Bill Hoff and 
Charles Schwan; James Cassels 
helped to establish Twin Pines 
Savings and Loan Association and 
Green Ridge House, Working in 
such organizations as the Lion’s

Remember — the committee 
selects — but nominations must 
come from members of the com¬ 
munity. 


GHI Refines Terms on Sales of Homes 
Within two Years, Disallows Petition

The June meeting of the GHI 
Board of Directors was held on 
June 22 with all board members 
present. Two agenda items pro¬ 
duced significant discussion. One 
was a proposed change in the 
method of calculating the maxi¬ 
mum allowable sales prices for 
homes owned less than two years 
The second was a petition from 
a member for GHI to pay for 
needed additional electrical out 
lets in her home. 

Profit Calculation Change 

The mutual ownership contract 
signed when members buy into 
the cooperative states that “the 
member and GHI agree that in 
the interest of all GHI members, 
no speculation in the property of 
GHI shall be allowed. Therefore, 
, . . for a period of two years 
after the date of this contract, 
the member shall not sell . , . 
at a profit to the member.” Cur¬ 
rently a formula is in place 
which allows the member to add 
covered improvements, GHI ad¬ 
ministrative fees, and a real es¬ 
tate commission to the purchase 
price of a home that is to be 
sold in less than two years. 

At an earlier meeting the 
board had indicated it would like 
to consider whether to expand or 
contract the costs presently al¬ 
lowable under the limitation, 
since the current regulation may 
not treat all members equally. 


They hoped that a more equita¬ 
ble formula could be developed 
by management. In response, 
management prepared two alter¬ 
natives, the first an extension of 
the current formula with addi¬ 
tional factors allowed, the second 
a formula that would be based on 
the number of months (up to 24) 
that the home had been owned. 

After discussion the boar! 
voted to retain the same gen¬ 
eral formula as currently approv¬ 
ed but to add additional items of 
expense to those currently al¬ 
lowed. The additional items are: 
1) points paid by the seller at 


the time he purchased the 
home, 2) bonafide expenses of 
sale on owner sales, and 3) fi¬ 
nancing points paid by the seder

Moving Ahead 

I am amazed at the bitterness 
of Robert Rashkin’s letter to 
the News Review decrying the 
outcome of the bond issue refer¬ 
endum of June 26, 1989. 

Yes, Mr. Rashkin, Greenbelt 
is a planned community and I 
don’t think the recent decision 
by a majority of Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens was out of step with Green- 
belt’s plan. 

Since the 1940’s there has been 
an elementary school on the site 
at the North End. Now there will 
be a brand new one, clean and 
up to the standards mandated by 
both local and federal education 
codes. It will be a school Green¬ 
belt will be happy with and proud 
of for at least fifty years. 

Since the day it was built, 
Center School was the commun¬ 
ity center for Greenbelt. The 
citizens of Greenbelt have chos¬ 
en to put their (tax) money 
where their mouth was and make 
sure the Center School building 
is adequately preserved and ac¬ 
tively used as the community 
center it always was. There is 
no question that after the coun¬ 
ty school system leaves for the 
new school at North End, that 
classes of all kinds will indeed 
be held at Center School in those 
renovated classrooms. 

Greenbelt is a planned com¬ 
munity that is sticking with its 
plan and adapting quite well to 
changes no one was able to fore¬ 
see at the time of its birth The 
town’s ability to adapt and 
change is the reason for its sur¬ 
vival as a planned community 
No one ever expected Greenbelt 
to be a static display or a mu¬ 
seum; this is a living commun¬ 
ity and as such must grow and 
must change. We have voted to 
move ahead into the 1990’s but 
we have not changed course, we 
have not varied from the ot’g- 
mai plan. Mr. Rashkin, what’s 
your beef ?

Open Letter 

The results of the June 27 
bond referendum on the commun¬ 
ity center and site issues re n- 
force the division of opinion that 
exists on this critical issue, i, 
as one of the leaders in debate, 
wish to set lorward the terms 
and condition under which 1 
believe tha' c. * city can begin 
to unify a Veil oehind the out¬ 
come. If the Council deals fairly 
and openly with the citizens and 
negotiates aggressively on behalf 
of its citizens, I believe the deep 
division will be healed. 

First, before releasing the 
North End deed to the school, the 
council must receive written 
guarantees from the school board 
that: 

(1) City will retain the wood¬ 
ed 7 acres on the North End site. 

(2) City will have site plan ap¬ 
proval on the school site. 

(3) The school plan for the 
North End site must include a 
creative playground configuration 
designed in conjunction with 
citizens of the city. 

Further guarantees are need¬ 
ed from the school board and 
county government that they will 
transfer to the city the Center 
school site in accordance with 
City Manager Jim Giese’s memo 
of March 1989 that outlined ap¬ 
proximately 15 conditions that 
would protect the city’s taxpay¬ 
ers when the school is trans¬ 
ferred. 

Second, the city council should 
prepare for public input a con¬ 
cept plan for specific program 
usage of the Center School site 
by October 15. 

Third, if any committee is ap¬ 
pointed by council to study the 
subject of a community center, 
it must contain representatives 
of all sides of the debate. 

Fourth, the city must scruti¬ 
nize the development of the 
North End School site aggres¬ 
sively to protect and improve 
the quality of life in this long- 
neglected part of the city. Strict 
monitoring of all phases of the 
development process from site 
planning to permit acquisition 
to asbestos removal and build¬ 
ing demolition will be required. 
The school board and their con¬ 
tractors must be held to the sam^ 
standards that all developers 
should be held to. High quality 
landscaping and tight control of 
work hours permitted should be 
included. 

If this framework is followed 
I believe that comity and rea¬ 
son will be returned to the city.

Council Not Representative 

As one of the major results of 
the recent referendum it is now 
possible to measure exactly the 
width of the gap existing be¬ 
tween the sentiments of council 
and those of the voters they are 
supposed to represent. 

Eighty percent of council ac¬ 
tively campaigned in favor of the 
$3 million bond issue, but only 
51.5 percent of the voters agreed 
with them-. Or, looking at it from 
the other side: only 20% of coun¬ 
cil strongly supported a no vote, 
whereas 47.3% of the voters 
agreed with him. 

For “old” Greenbelt the dis¬ 
crepancy between council and 
voters is even greater: here a 
majority (50.2%) voted no and 
only 48.3% yes. Unfortunately, 
the majority in council is not 
capable of understanding that a 
very sizeable group of voters 
does not equate “having it all 
through going deeper and deeper 
into debt” with “raising the 
quality of life in Greenbelt.” 

Fortunately, the referendum 
took place shortly before the city 
elections this fall. With such an 
obvious discrepancy between 
current council and the elec¬ 
torate the task for the no vot¬ 
ers is clear cut. Put the same 
amount of energy and dedication 
in the coming election as you 
put into the referendum and you 
can be assured tnat you will get 
the representation you deserve.

Opposes Bus Lot Swap 

I urge council to oppose the 
request by Beltway Plaza owner 
Sidney Brown to acquire the 
school bus parking lot adjacent 
to his site in exchange for pro¬ 
viding another site for the 
School Board. 

The negative impact on Green¬ 
belt of such a trade could be con¬ 
siderable, since the owner has 
indicated his interest in using 
the site for further development 
and expansion of the existing 
shopping center. Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (M-NCPPC) traffic 
guidelines indicate that the im¬ 
pact of a shopping center or 
other commercial use on traffic 
could easily be far worse than 
the 100 trips per day which the 
owner reportedly claims from 
the present use as a school bus 
lot 

The dangerous, steep slope and 
erosion problem at Beltway 
Plaza should not be regarded 
merely as an annoying incon¬ 
venience for the owner (an im¬ 
pression unfortunately conveyed 
oy the July 7 News Review ar¬ 
ticle). Rather, it is a disgraceful 
monument to poor and irrespon¬ 
sible “planning” which has been 
a blight on this city. Correction 
of this long-standing violation is 
long overdue and the situation 
should be promptly rectified by 
the owner without adversely af¬ 
fecting Greenbelt in any way. 

The present proposal, which 
would benefit the owner at 
Greenbelt’s expense, should be 
rejected. It is entirely the own¬ 
er's responsibility to correct this 
problem* and if that means for¬ 
feiting some of his unable space, 
that’s probably the way the shop- 
ing center should have been con¬ 
structed in the first place.

on behalf of the new purchaser. 
Expenses that the board voced 
not to approve included closing 
costs paid by the seller at the 
time of purchase and settlement 
costs on the sale of the dwelling 
unit. 

Member Petition 

Suzanne Krofchik, of North- 
way made a presentation to the 
board regarding a problem that 
arose when she purchased her 
home. At the time of purchase, 
two window air conditioners were 
in windows that were not near 
outlets. They obtained their 
power over long extension cords 
from another room. When the 
home was inspected, the inspec¬ 
tor indicated that extension cords 
such as those were a code vio¬ 
lation. When Krofchik settled 
several months later, the air con¬ 
ditioners had been removed from 
the windows and put into the at¬ 
tic. This summer when she in¬ 
stalled them, she discovered that 
no outlets had been installed. 
She felt that this oversight was 
GHI’s responsibility, since GHI 
had noted the violation. The 
board, however, was in agree¬ 
ment that this was a problem 
between the new owner and the 
former owner. Air conditioners 
are not considered part of the 
structure of the home and are 
therefore not the responsibilty 
of the cooperative. 

This problem is part of a more 
general problem when homes are 
sold and prospective members 
may not be aware that the sale 
is still between a buyer and sel¬ 
ler, not between the buyer and 
GHI. Although not the case in 
this specific situation, sometimes 
agents may infer that existing 
problems will be corrected by 
GHI after the buyer moves in. 
Management is hoping that the 
prospective member seminars it 
holds will alleviate these types 
of problems. 

Other Topics 

The board of directors agreed 
to convey use rights to the boilei 
room area located beneath 7-E 
Crescent to members in that unit 
for the sum of $200. This is 
a two-story unit with basement 
and the boiler room occupies part 
of the basement. It was one of the 
units identified in a motion pas¬ 
sed at the 1984 Annual Meeting 
which would be made available 
to a member if interest were ex¬ 
pressed. Since he occupies a 
similar type of unit. Board 
President Wayne Williams ex¬ 
cused himself from the discus¬ 
sion, placing Andrea Haslinger 
as acting president. 

Father John P. Stack of St. 
Hugh’s Church requested a one- 
year extension to a sublease of 
the former convent to four tea¬ 
chers. The board approved this 
request subject to approvel of 
the tenants by GHI. 

GHI recently received a check 
for approximately $6,000 from 
the Maryland Deposit Insurance 
Fund on its account in the de¬ 
funct First Maryland Savings 
and Loan, This leaves a balance 
of $15,000 which should be paid 
in December. 

GDC 

The Greenbelt Devel¬ 
opment Corporation, a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of GHI, had a 
meeting earlier in the evening. 
The major topic was a discussion 
of heating systems in the GDC 
apartments on Parkway Road, 
The central boilers and pipes in 
the buildings are over 50 years 
old and a close inspection indi¬ 
cates that their useful life is al¬ 
most over. After a discussion of 
options such as new boilers or 
electric baseboard heat, the board 
voted to investigate removing 
the current boilers, pipes, and 


radiators and installing water- 
cooled heat pumps in the apart¬ 
ments. These pumps are simi¬ 
lar to air-cooled heat pumps but 
do not require as much electric 
heavy-up- and are not visible 
from the exterior of the build¬ 
ings. Management felt that by 


approving a contract for engin¬ 
eering such a system that same 
night (both first and second read¬ 
ings), it would be possible to 
have the new heat installed by 
October when the 1989 heating 
season begins.
